If »man in France be arrested, or 


merely suspected, he must say who ho j 
is. Concealment is useless, for the po- \ 
lice will not release the man until they j 
'have exhausted all means of ascertain- 
ing the truth. He may give a false ! 
' name, or say he is a foreigner, but the i 
authorities of the place where he pro- ' 
iesaea to hare been born will be writ- 
ten to. and if the information he hare 
'given be found incorrect he will be lia- 
ble to six months' imprisonment for be- 
ing a vagabond; nor will his troubles 
end there, for the police will take it for 
granted that ho is only concealing his 
Identity because he has committed some 
great crime, and he will be placed under 
surveillance till his life becomes so bur- 
densome that he will tell the truth to 
yet a little peace. French criminals of 
the lower class scarcely every try to 
conceal their identity. In the course 
of fifty years the Prefecture have had 
many oases of Englishmen ami Ameri- 
cana who gave fake names and whose 
identity could not be discovered be- 
cause the English and American police 
could afford no assistance in the matter. 
but they can only quote one case of a 
Frenchman who obstinately resisted all 
'efforts to ascertain what his name was. 
.This wretched man had been arrested 
for a petty theft, and stated that he was 
an Italian. This proved to bo false; at 
•least it was discovered that no person 
.bearing his name had been born in the 
commune which he described as his 
birth-place. Ho was kept in prison lif- 
teen months and questioned eighty 
'times by a Judge d'Instruction, but to 
no purpose, so that he was at last tried 


'.foroeinga thief and a vagabond, and 


sentenced 
to

year's imprison- 


ment. 
On 
his 
release 
he 
was 
treated as a foreigner—that is. ho 


. .was expelled the country by on lor of 
the Prefect of Police, and being con- 
j veyed to the frontier between two gcn- 
.darmes, he was given up to the Italian 
|authorities as a suspected criminal. 
'The Italian police system being like the 
'French, the vagabond was taken to jail 
.and asked to give an account of him- 
self. As he persisted in telling palpa- 
ble untruths about his birth-place 'he 
j was kept for several mouths in durance, 
.then sentenced to six. months for vagn.- 


I bondage, and on the cxoiration of his 
jterm he was sent back to'Frauee. This 
[time the French police did not arrest 
| him, but they watched him. The un 
j happy man seeking for work as a stone- 
mason soon found employment; but 
[gave his muster a name different to that 
i under which he had been sentenced. 
{Thepolice were down upon him at once. 
; Having ascertained that his new name 
; was not his own they got him sentenced 
: again to a year's imprisonment, "yo«r 
:iuurpalion~defaitx norns." and upon his 
'discharge they told him plainly he 
•could expect no peace until he made an 
; avowal of his identity. He was con- 
,signed to a " Depot de Mendicite," or 
idepot for incorrigible vagabonds, and 
jthere committed suicide. Who he was 
'has never been ascertained; but the re- 
lentless pertinacity with which he was 
hunted to death shows what a grim duel 
it is which the French police wages 
against criminals. 
If this unfortunate 


man had given himself out as an En- 
glishman and had got himself conveyed 
to Dover, his troubles would have 
ceased when he touched English soil, 
tor the British police would have had 
no right to worry him or to ship him 
back to France.—CornliUl Magazine.

this winter that a comfortable and styl- 
ish set of some genuine fur, good of its 
kind, though not always of the finest 
quality, is within the reach of all. The 
pelerine with muff to match constitutes 
the moat desirable set, because the 
shoulder cape or pelerine covers the 
chest and shoulder-blades, giving the 
most luxurious warmth and protection 
.to these vital and delicate parts. These 
'.pelerines are round capes, straight on 


I the lower edges—not pointed in front 
'and behind—extending half way be- 
tween the shoulders and elbows, anil 
measuring about eleven inches in depth 
•behind. When worn with a close-fit- 
;ting jacket they are most effective, and 
are much used with suits that havo an 
{outer coat of the material, but are not 
! sufficiently warm without the pelerine. 
INext this capo in sizo is the small Rus- 
juan collar of fur, which is really the 
'moat popular fur garment, because the 
{toast expensive. The Eugenie collar is 
very comfortable, because the fronts 
.are extended and cut off square on the 


i chest, while the back does not conceal 
the figure. The ccharpc, or scarf, sim- 
ilar to the old-fashioned victorine with 
long tabs in frent, may be found hi the 
shops, but does not meet with the favor 
anticipated for it. The promised in- 
crease in the size of muffs" is not real- 
ized, except in the flat bag mulls that 
are now made quite large,with a reti- 
cule opening at the top, and are orna- 
mented with three festooned cords and 
tassels in front, or else with bows of 
ribbon and loops that will serve to sus- 
pend the muff from the arm as a bag 
when the hands are not in it. The 
round muff is still very small, and it is 
meant that it should be merely large 
enough to cover the hands. 


For plain and tasteful people who 


like stylish things, yet must have them 
at small cost, the black hare sots are 
ohoaen, with a small muff valued at 
four or five dollars, yet of warm, thick 
long, lustrous black'fur; the small col- 
lar to match this will be the same price 
a Eogenie scarf will cost twice as much, 
and a large polerino only tea dollars. 


For ladies who have more money, and 
can spend forty to seventy-five dollars 
a set, the luxuriant black fox sets are 
chosen, as this fleece has great depth 
and warmth, and is jet black and glossy. 
The beaver-skins are in great favor this 
season for sets, and are dressed in va- 
rious ways, such as the natural brown, 
the colored beavers, the plucked, half- 
plucked 
and unplucked beavers, the 


silvery or pointed beavers, and the new 
golden beaver. Brown furs have been 
gradually coming into favor for two or 
three years, and now quite rival the 
glossy black furs. 
A good choice 


among these is the natural beaver of 
dark Drown color, which nature, hot 
art, has made ombre, each skin showing 
a pretty range of tints, and this is pre- 
served in the deep pelerines, borders, 
muffs, etc. Ladies who protest against 
dyed furs like this natural beaver be- 
cause it has no dye to rub off; and tho 
economical like it because it is possible 
to buy a set of it for eight dollars, pro- 
vided the wearer is contented with a 
small Russian collar, though pelerines, 
;hat are especially popular in this fur, 
jegin as low as twelve dollars in the 
scale of prices.—Harper's Bazar.

,he New York Sun: 


Near our hotel are the dancing 


.lervishcs. I suppose there are ample 
descriptions of these dervishes and their 
mintmcrics, but I have not read them. 
[ give what I saw. Tho dancing sect 
whirl around gently on their toes. 
-Their arms are extended aud eyes sleepy 
or dreamy. They keep their places, liko 
stars ia their orbits, ns they move 
•wound, while a solemn brother, with 
arms folded and in prayer, moves be- 
tween the revolving wl»t--Thole jrohoa 
llyoutas though they would make n 
ihcese, as the children used to say. 
.They have a sweet chant. Their closed 
eyes and whirl indicate that they sec 
tho invisible Allah wherever they turn! 


Those do not howl. For that, wo 


wont to Scutari. There is a convent 
of them there. We slipped behind tho 
curtain and went up into the gallery, 
looking down into a court. There was 
an altar ;>.nd a group of variously 
dressed dervishes. Sonic were soldiers, 
some boys, some little girls in tinseled 
dresses, some 
wore black as ebony, 


some tall, some small, some thin, some 
handsome, some hideous, and all joined 
in the prayers and chants. 
A few 


kneeled on sheepskin, while others 
formed a hollow square and began 
swaying anil singing, while the tuni- 
tum of the tambourine and clash of 
cymbals gave out the pleasing concord 
of a threshing machine. 
When the 


agony was suflioicnt and the stoam was 
on with a full head, the swaying and 
howling and barking, and snapping 
and jerking of head and body, arid the 
frothing and hard breathingand general 
diabolism began. 
The song was re-

One African of the worst aspect 1 
ever saw on a human face, if, indeed, it 
was not a vizor hiding the human face, 
seemed to be as lithe anil loathsome as 
a sn:\kc. He was six feet and more, 
and in his bare feet. His tongue would 
loll out, and his body would contort till 
you could hardly see what form it had. 
The negro minstrels, when they mimic 
the excesses of the negroes South at 
their revivals, are but faint copies oi 
the wildness of this Nubian beast, as 
he twisted, snapped, clucked, barked 
and howled. We went out for f rest 
air, to return lo see this strangest ol 
ceremonies. Their chief and some ol 
his subordinates were sitting cross- 
logged and making sacred knots in 
white napkins when we re-entered. 
Then-prone, on their faces wero arrayed 
a dozen children, from two months old 
up to twelve; and this dervish walked 
over and on their bodies. 
Ye*, on 


them, each and all. I would not have 
believed it had I not seen it. Not once, 
but four times, these prostrate lines ol 
children were formed, and ho tread on 
them each and all. Whereupon they 
arose sanctified and cleared of disease; 
for that is the theory. In came a sol- 
dier and lay tlat. He had the rheuma- 
tism. 
Along with him a lino was 


formed, some ot the same little ones 
going tlat again. 
Over the lot the 


chief traveled. 
The soldier got up and 


kissed tho dervish's hand. He took 
care to place his foot on the upper part 
of tho thigh behind. Any siirgnon may 
toll you whether this is a vulnerable 
spot. Not a chiltl whimpered, not a 
soul smiled. I could neither enjoy nor 
cease to wonder. 


What is the solution of this seeming 


physical paradox':' That question I 
asked of a. gentleman learned in the 
customs hero. He said: "Did you ob 
serve two priests in loose robes on each 
side of the lino holding the chief's 
arms?" 


"Yes, but 1 did not see that they coulc 


have carried him safely over, allowing 
only a slight touch to the children witl 
the priestly foot." 


"That," said he, is my solution, ant 


tho only one I have. Two strong mei 
might do it after much practice." 
i rom this puzzling and unique cere- 


mony we roughed it over some hare 
roads to the top of tho cemetery in 
Scutari, saw the famed grave which tho 
Sultan built over the horse which fel 
dead when the Captain rode him to thai 
spot with the news of the fall of Con- 
stantinople, and then, turning down 
many lanes and streets over Asiatic 
ground, we entered the English ceme- 
tery. It is a beautiful spot, and wel 
cared for. It is in such contrast with 
the Turkish and 
other graveyards 
hereabouts. A magnilieent granite col- 
umn, supported by colossal 
figures, 


rises here to the memory of the Cri- 
mean soldiers. 
It overlooks the city 


and the sea, the Bosporus and the Se- 
raglio Point. In vain my wife sought 
in this sacred spot for the grave of her 
old friend, Mrs. Edward Joy Morris, 
who died here while her accomplished 
husband was Minister. Wo left with 
many sad memories, which were soon 
obliterated by tho cheerful breeze upon 
the waters, and after a day of days 
found our rest at Pera.

180 pounds. According to the wisdom 
of chemistry, 85 per cent, of the 180 
pounds would be water, making 153 
pounds of water and twenty-seven pounds 
of something else. Chemistry also in- 
forms us that maugels contain but about 
five per cent, of sugar, which ia the fat- 
toning property, therefore the eight old 
hoga grow fat on twenty-seven pounds a 
day of sugar, woody liber, etc.; or, in 
other words, eight hogs lived all winter 
and got fat on nino pounds a day of fat- 
I'orming material. 
This would give an 


average of ono pound and one-eighth to 
each hog to live and grow fat upon. 
These hogs would average if dressed over 
200 pounds, so that there wero eight 
lives sustained during a very cold winter, 
with the power of locomotion, and over 
1,600 pounds of tho choicest kind of pork 
mode ready for makot, on nine pounds 
daily of saccharine matter.
